“Many Attend—Reports Are Made 
end Plafig Made for Next

Intimating that the members from 
the east side of the city are discrim- 
inating against the west side in the 
conducting of the affairs of the So- 
cial Service Bureau, Rev. Peterson, 
pastor of First Methodist church, as- 
serted during the course of the meet- 
ing held in the Presbyterian church 
last night, that if the people-of the 
_ west side of the city can get no help 
from the bureau they will take the 
bit in their teeth and go ahead with 
their charity work without instruc- 
tions from the newly orga body. 
' The charges of — weg ninetion 
were denied by ‘those in 
attendance. 

The matter came to a ahead when |’ 
Rev. Peterson asked the bureau to 


- advance him money to pay the rent 


of a west sidé famiyl that feared 
ejectment from a landlord on: ac- 
count of the non-payment of rent. 

Rev. Petersen declined to state 
the name of the family, but declared 
that the rent wag in arrears several 
months. 

Dr. Seroggs moved that Rev. Pe- 
terson be given $10 to aid the fam- 
ily, to be used as he saw fit. 

Before the motion was put Mrs. 
Kate Smith got the floor and stated 
she did not approve of the paying 
of any back rent for anyone. De- 
claring that it would be a bad policy 
to start paying debts, she said that 
if any money was paid out for the 
family it should be for rent ip ad- 
vance. 

Mrs. C. 8. Gibson reiterated Mrs. 
Smith’s views, as did a number of 
others. Several said it would be a 
bad policy to start paying back 
debts, and that the bureau would 
soon be in deep water if such was 
done. 

. When Dr. “Seroggs’ motion that 
Rev. Peterson be given the °$10 to. 
help pay what was owed the land- 
lord was put before the house, it 
was defeated . 

Then Rev. Peterson took the floor. 

Chairman Roberts denied that 
there was any discrimination shown 
to any part of town. 

There was a good attendance at 
the meeting, over thirty being pres- 
ent when the session was called to 
order. 

At ‘the next meeting; to be held a 
week from tonight in the Presbyter- 
jan church, the committee on consti- 
tution and by-laws, composed of J. 
H. Plate, Mrs. Edna Felch and J. B. 
Wildgrube, is expected to have the 
by-laws and constitution ready for 
adoption. It is erpected. that at 
that time permanent officers will be 
chosen. 

There will be a board of seven di- 
‘rectors, according to the present 
pian. Four of the board wiil be offi- 
cers and three of the members of 
the bureau will be picked in addi- 
tion to these.

Another scheduled meeting of the 
Richmond business men, that was to 
have been held last night, was not 
held. Also the motif of the meeting, 
a consultation with the two flour 
mill capitalists who have for some 
time beer interested in Richmond 
as a site for an initial investment 
of $25,000 in the milling business, 
was made impossible by the sickness 
of one of them.

Some serious charges were made at the Wednesday night meet- 
ing of the city council when the matter of the rotten pavement on 
Main street came up. 

Attorney Freudenberg, representing the protestants, deélared 
it was obvious that Contractor Rutherford -had deliberately put down 
& bad job.. . ; aes, 

“It was in no way in accordance with the plans aiid specifi- 
cations,’ he-said. ‘‘Only ,4000 gallons of binder were used when 
13,000 gallons should have been used. The rolling on part of the 
street took only one-fifth of the time it usually takes to roll an: oiled 
macadam street. The street is now in worse condition than if it had 
only been graded.’’ 

The job was flagrantly a wretched piece of work. In parts of 
the supposed macadam pavement a person could dig a hole with 
bare hands. 

The people of Main street made such a large sized kick that 
now Mr. Rutherford will have to do the job over again. 

‘*Rutherford intended to do a bad job,’’ declared Attorney 
Freudenberg. 

One can’t help wondering how it was that the quality of the 
paving was not discovered until the taxpayers got up in arms and 
demanded that it be done over. 


OAKLAND HAS A PIPE DREAM.

An elaborate pamphlet setting forth the advantages of creating 
a new county and city government with the city of Oakland, seven 
other Alameda county cities, and Richmond, is being circulated 
at Sacramento by Richard J. Montgomery of Oakland. 

Montgomery suggests’ thatthe matter be taken up by the Legis: 
lature immediately and put through for the purpose of getting it 
before the voters of the affected territory before the tax levies of 
1915-16. ' 

The proposed new county would include the following cities: 
Oakland, Emeryville, Berkeley, Albany, Richmond, Hayward, San 
Leandro, Piedmont and Alameda. 

In Mr. Montgomery’s elaborate pamphlet are arguments on 
the desirability of the sweeping consolidation of city and county 
governments for the pfirpose of securing ¢fficiency in government 
and a lowering of taxes. bak

the Legislature. 


Oakland has just got through making faces at San Francisco 
for the transbay consolidation scheme. Now Oakland wants to take 
in Richmond. 

San Francisco was all manner of hog for daring to look covet- 
ously at Oakland. What Oakland calla herself for looking the 
same way at the city of Richmond we don’t know. It must be 
something talented in the line of invective, though, if it is anything 
like what she called the Exposition city. 

Lke the scheme of a few nuts to cut Calffornia in two, this 
plan of making Oakland spread all over Alameda and Contra Costa 
county is more of a joke than anything else.

Howard Prower and Ralph Cunning- 
ham, two young Englishmen, met in 
the gold country of Colorado and be- 
came fast friends.

She had not married and when 
the heir returned expected a happy 
meeting. To play the part of her lover 
war more than Cunningham could ac- 
complish, and she at once pronounced 
bim an impostor. 

But notwithstanding this assertion. 
which was not very largely accepted, 
Cunningham established himself as the 
Earl of-Brokefiéld. He had played the 
Part of a peer some four months, when 
who should appear but the real earl. 
Prower had been left for dead by 
those who had attacked him and those 
who had joined in his defense. Before 
they had returned to bury the dead he 
had crawled away. When he had re- 
covered he looked for his chum, but 
did not find him. Later he had heard 
of his father’s and brother's death and 
at once started for England. 

When one day Howard Prower walk- 
ed into his home and met his old 
friend face to face the latter turned 
Pale.

David 
Clark, editor of a trade paper at 
Charlotte, N. C., charged that there 
is gross misrepresentation of fac- 
tory conditions in the South, afid 
told delegates from other sections 
that their reform work should start 
with a clean-up of vice at home.
